Council turns down 
recommendation to 
list Middleton School

The BWG Heritage Committee carried 
out another assessment of SS #6, the Mid¬ 
time, recommended listing the build¬ 
ing on the Town's Heritage Registry, as a 
property with potential heritage value. 

In a presentation to Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on June 21, Com¬ 
mittee member Ian Cooper noted that the 
1908 school was constructed of what was 
then a relatively new building material, 
cement block. 

“It’s unusual for Bradford. We don’t 
have many cement buildings, especially 
from the turn of the century," Cooper said, 
noting that George W. Stoddart, then 31, 
won the tender to build S.S. #6. 

Courses of large 16.5” by 8” by 8” verti¬ 
cally-tooled blocks alternate with smaller 
14.5” by 3.25” by 8” blocks, roughened to 
look like stone. Over all, the school has a 
“simple utilitarian design. They did away 
with all the frilly Victorian stuff,” Cooper 

He also agreed that little beyond the 
outer walls, several beams in the base¬ 
ment and ceiling joists remain of the orig¬ 
inal school. There have been “substantial 
but largely sympathetic" renovations that 
have totally altered the interior, changed 
the roof line, and altered the entry. Even 
so, a high score in a heritage evaluation 
led to the recommendation that the struc¬ 
ture not be designated, "just that it be 
added to the registry.” 


Council, while thanking Cooper for his 
report, refused. 

“I don’t understand listing. I doubt 
we'll ever designate,” said Councillor Gary 

Councillor Mark Contois agreed. “We 
have to be consistent,” he said, noting that 
other homes have been taken off the Her¬ 
itage Registry because of extensive altera¬ 
tion. "Although the block is very interest¬ 
ing, the rest of the house has been totally 
altered," Contois said, suggesting a com¬ 
memorative plaque be installed and the 
cement blocks saved, to “maybe make 
something out of them.” 

Council also heard from the current 
owner, who wants to rezone the property 
for townhomes and demolish the existing 
building, and from consultant Alex Kol- 
steren, who opposed listing on the regis¬ 
try. 

When it came to a vote, council agreed. 
“I don't think this property should be 
listed,” said Councillor Peter Ferragine, 
noting that the Committee approved the 
demolition of the Stoddart House on Bar¬ 
rie St., “and that looked a lot more herit¬ 
age." The motion to list was defeated. 

Council approved a second recom¬ 
mendation, to add the home at 11 Mead- 
owview Drive to the registry. The red and 
yellow brick Victorian home, built circa 
1890, was accidentally left off the original 
list; the owners are in favour of heritage 
listing, council was told. 

"It's really nice to have somebody look¬ 
ing forward to being on this list,” said 
Councillor Ron Orr.

Bring back colour 


O ver the years, we have 

published letters praising 
the town’s flowering baskets when 
they were exuberant balls of colour, 
adding life and beauty to the Bradford 
streetscape - and the occasional 
critical letter, from residents who felt 
they weren’t getting enough bang for 
their buck. 

But we’re... confused? 
bewildered?... bythis year’s "floral’’ 
offerings. They remind us of a 
comment made by a visitor on a 
garden tour organized by a local 
horticultural society. The avid 
gardener was enthusiastic about 
the range of blooms and varietals 
on display, comparing the gardens 
favourably to a recent tour in Toronto. 
“There weren’t any flowers,” she 
bemoaned. "It was all greenery.” 

It’s not quite “all greenery,” but 
Bradford's barrels and baskets are 
definitely looking subdued this year. 
Heavy on the foliage, light on flowers, 


and with a choice of colour scheme 

- purple and yellow - that is less than 
flattering to Bradford's architecture. 

The town has made strides 
through its Downtown Community 
Improvement Plan, Revitalization 
Committee, and the efforts of 
individual building owners, who have 
made some wonderful changes - 
hiring The Brick Painter, for example, 
to transform the facades of two key 
buildings. But we don’t think the 
town is ready for, or compatible with, 
the "sophisticated’’ - rather drab? 

- palette chosen for the flowering 
baskets. 

Quite frankly, we miss the 
exuberance - especially this week, 
as we come up to Canada Day. Dark 
purple, lime green and yellow just 
don’t have the same feel as, say, red 
and white. 

We’re hoping that next year, for 
Canada's sesquicentennial, the town 
chooses a colour scheme that is a 
litde more celebratory.
